A NEW WHITEHALL VIADUCT. 


The public-spirited offer of John 
W. Grant, prominent Atlanta citizen, 
to loan the city for 18 months, in- 
terest free, its share of the cost of 
rebuilding the Whitehall-Peachtree 
viaduct should receive careful con- 


sideration by the city authorities. 

The reconstruction of this viaduct 
would complete the modernization 
of the entire baidge system in the 
heart of the city. 

The substitution of modern. via- 
ducts for the old overhead steel 
bridges on Forsyth and Broad streets 
has given the city seven concrete 
viaducts across the railroad tracks 
from Spring street to Washington, 
all of the most modern construc- 
tion except the Whitehall-Peachtree 
bridge. This viaduct, constructed 
before the modern development in 
concrete viaducts, is not only an 
eye-sore, but is unsuitable for the 
heavy traffic it has to carry. 

The Broad street bridge, recently 
completed, was built at a _ cost 
$14,000 less than the original esti- 
mate of $68,000. Mr. Grant's esti- 
mate of $60,000 as the cost of a 
new Whitehall-Peachtree bridge, 
with a span shorter than that of the 
Broad street structure, is probably 
too high. This estimate could prob- 
ably be so reduced as to materially 
lessen the amount to be borne by 
the city and county. 

Mr, Grant’s offer is a splendid 
example of, public spirit, and it is 
to be hoped that even with the 
strained condition of city finances, 
some way may be worked out in 
connection with this generous prof- 
fer, by which this necessary civic 
improvement can be Carried 
through. 


A PLEA FOR PATIENCE. 


The appeal by Dr. Moton, prin- 
cipal of Tuskegee Industrial Insti- 
tute, better known as the “Booker 
Washington School,” was printed in 
The Constitution ci Monday. It is

ored farmers. The crop is quoted 
at practically the lowest bid known 
for several generations.

“run bill’ for the year to the bank- 
ers, merchants and ‘furnishing’ 
landlords. 


In such a depressing dilemma 
there seems nothing in sight in the 
way of relief other than the humane 
leniency of those who hold the debts 
against the poor farmers. 
that Dr. Moton appeals in language

I told here (perhaps it was during 
the blizzard in Montana) recently how 
a careful study of a hundred or more 
children of divers shades, some of 
whom had worms and some of whom 
had none, had shown that just as 
many of the kids without worms grit 
their teeth in sleep as do kids with 
worms. So that ought to eliminate 
the Saireygamps from the council. 


I also told here recently that grit- 
ting the teeth in sleep is sometimes 
due to too acid urine, which in turn 
is due to an insufficient proportion 
of fresh vegetables, fresh fruits and 
greens or salad relishes in the child’s 
diet. 

In all cases of gritting or grinding 
of the teeth in sleep it is probable 
that there is a tendency toward spas- 
modic affections—doctors call this 
spasmophilia. Such children have 
spasms r convulsions where normal 
children would have only restlessness 
or where older persons might have a 
chill, as with the onset of_any acute 
feverish illness such as scarlet fever. 
We don’t understand just why certain 
children are spasmophilic. It may be 
that they happen to lack calcium in 
their blood, bones, soft tissues, nerves. 
It may be that their calcium metab- 
olism is deficient. It may be that 
their calcium food supply is deficient. 
It may be that they get insufficient 
Vitamin D, cr insufficient sunlight 
(ultraviolet) on naked skin, or both. 
Anyway, no harm to try a course of 
cod liver oil, or viosteral. See that the 
child gets plenty of the foods sug- 
gested, as well as plenty of fresh milk 
and other dairy products and fresh

After it was narrowed, we dis- 
covered that the planking underneath 
the ramp was not laid near enough to 
the ends of the boards so that a heavy 
ship rolling over the ramp would tip 
the boards one at. a time, with the 
possible result of tearing the tail out 
of the ship. : 

The entire ramp had to be: relaid, 
at a gross expense of 30 yen. 

In Tokyo we had decided: that our 
chances of success on the Pacific hop 
would be greatly improved if we 
dropped our landing gear immediately 
after taking off. But previous ex- 
periences with Japanese officials had 
convinced. vs that were this fact 
known we should never be allowed to 
fly from Japan. 

Consequently, Pangborn designed a 
system of dropping the landing gear 
which, however, required machine- 
shop work. As this had to be done 
in secret, of course, we got the co- 
operation of some of our American 
friends in Japan. 

Two sleeves were fitted into an axle 
after it was cut. Steel pins were 
machined and an airplane cable was 
attached to holes in the end of each 
pin. ‘There were eight pins in all. 

In Tokyo, we successfully kept our 
secret, but it had to be revesled at 
the beach on the. morning before we 
took off. Previous to that we had 
planned a take-off on October 2, but 
we discovered our maps to be missing, 
We don’t know whether they were 
lost, strayed or stolen, but everyone 
who had anything to do with us in 
Japan had threatening letters from 
the Black Dragon Society, and so we 
place the blame for the missing maps 
on that organization. 

Having revealed our plans for drop- 
ping our landing gear on October 3, 
and being prevented from taking off 
because of bad cross winds, we lived 
in a state of perpetual fear for the 
next 24 hours lest the Japanese au- 
thorities learn our plans ahd prevent 
our flight. 

However, their aviation bureau 
closed at noon on October 3, so it was 
too late for them to hold one of their 
famous conferences, Therefore we ex- 
perienced no trouble from that quar- 
ter. 

The morning of October 4 dawned 
overcast, but we had favorable weath- 
er reports of atmospherie conditions 
over the Kuril islands, so we decided 
to take off.

After a mile and an eighth at 100 
miles an hour, the ship actually flew. 
It climbed steadily, going southward. 
After two or three miles we turned 
slowly, circled back over the beach at 
1,000 feet and headed on our course 
for America. 

We had figured it out previously 
that if we held a compass course of 72 
degrees we woukl eventually arrive 
over Queen Charlotte island, on the 
Canadian coast, and fly from there to 
the United States. 

We checked our compass over Hok- 
kaido island and other istands in the 
Kuriles. : 

About 300 miles from Samushiro we 
dropped our wheels. First one, then 
the other. 

We had crossed the Rubicon. If 
anything happened from then on we 
would have to crack up in Japanese 
territory, and then we surely would 
have been jailed, or else we woukl 
erack up on the Aleutians and never 
be able to fly from them. 

After proceeding for about 500 
miles up the Kurile islands, we head- 
ed out to sea with a handful of mea- 
ger weather reports and plenty of 
fog ahead. We dropped the rest of 
the landing gear piece by piece by 
pulling the cables we had strung up, 
thereby pulling the steel pins out that 
were holding the gear in place. 

The air speed increased about 15 
miles an hour with the landing gear 


removed. . 
Ice Troublesome. 

The first serious trouble we met 
was due to ice forming on our wings 
just as night fell. With our still 
heavy load we were trying to climb 


l above the clouds, and having a tough 


time at that. It was bitterly cold. 
Sven the drinking water in our can- 
teens froze, to say nothing abowt our 
hands and feet. 

Pangborn took a short nap just be- 
fore dark and then relieved me at the 
controls, 

The moon rose about four hours 
after sunset, We viewed a marvelous 
sight, The clouds below looked like 
cotton. We were flying at about 14,- 
000 feet. The night seemed to last 
forever, although in reality it was 
about nine hours. i 

The first encouraging sign we saw, 
and it was very welcome, was a vol- 
eano, Before leaving Japan we had 
hoped that we might see it at a dis- 
tance, as it was on our course. AS 
na matter of fact, it loomed up direct- 


ly under us in the fog, showmg US| mp 


that we were exactly right in our 
course so far. 

After passing the volcano we came 
to a high bank of clouds which we 
could not fly over, so we had to go 
through and took on a very danger- 
ously heavy load of ice. We had to 


I fly with wide open throttle at 17,000 


feet for four hours, thereby using up 
0 precious supply of gasoline rap- 
idly. 

The clouds at last lowered and the 
ice melted, to our great Telief. With 
the ship’s release from the additional 
weight of the ice we flew over clouds 
and fog. from Attu island east. 

Pangborn here climbed out on the 
wing struts and unscrewed the re- 
maining two landing gear struts. We 
were then over the Gulf of Alaska. 

Suffering from Cold. 

We were both suffering from the 
terrific col in spite of the fact that 
we were wearing heavy flying suits 
and had four warm blankets over us. 

We had figured on reaching Queen 
Charlotte island at 10 o'clock on the 
night of October 5. We finally reach- 
ed the north part of Vancouver island 
at midnight, two hours later than we 
expected, and they were very anxious 
hours. We kept looking for light- 
houses blinking on the coast but for 
ayong time we saw nothing but wink- 
ing stars which we mistook for light- 
houses, 

The first sight of America was a 
flashing beacon on Vancouver island. 
We changed our course for Seattle. 

Soon, flying at 16,000 feet, with 
the clouds just under us, we thought 
we were over Seattle. We could see 
the glare of lights reflected on the 
clouds, but we weren’t sure it was 
Seattle. A high cloud bank ahead 


iproved to be Mount Rainier, so we 


established our position definitely. 

We then had to plan on Janding in 

a big field from which we might have 
to take a heavily loaded ship on a 
non-stop flight _to Dallas, Texas, be- 
cause we still believed that we had 
been aceepted as entrants to Colonel 
Kasterwood’s Japan-to-Dallas one-stop 
flight for a prize of $25,000. 
* We changed our course for Spo- 
kane, where we knew there was a 
big field, but on arriving there we 
found it fog-bound, so we headed for 
Wenatchee, which we knew was al- 
ways clear, having visited that city 
several times in the past and for 
which we had always had a fond spot

This means that Burleigh Grimes will be the subject of more 
than a few cartoons and feature stories in which an old man 
with whiskers, labeled ‘‘Pop Time,” is kicking a young squirt out 
of the office. 


Burleigh Grimes is one of the veterans of the game. He is 


- just 38 years old, but 38 is an old man’s age in baseball. 


At 38 the average man feels a little stiff after 18 
holes of more or less mediocre golf. He thinks of his 
slippers and an evening at home. And so it is a bit odd 
to find a fellow who is going on 39 years old out there 
in a highly competitive business and being mighty good 
about it, too. 


Grimes has pitched for seven major league clubs, and for 
all of them he has rendered yoeman service. He is an old 
Southern leaguer, among other things, having toiled for the 
Lookouts and the Barons. 


This is his 18th season in organized baseball. He 
started with Ottumwa in the old Central league in 1913. 
In June he was sold. 
And what did Detroit pay for the fellow who, 18 years later, 
pitched one of the greatest World Series games in history? 
Just $400. The depression may be on but try to buy old 
Burleigh for that amount now. 
Burleigh was in the American league just long 
* enough to get a cup of coffee, as the boys say. He was 
traded to Chattanooga in the Southern league, going as 
part payment for Stan Coveleskie, the tall Pole. 
Birmingham took him from Chattanooga, and he finished 
the 1914 season with Richmond, in the Virginia league. 
Birmingham had him again through 1915 and 1916, selling 
him to Pittsburgh for players in thefalk 
Lest these statistics bore you, we will hasten: But- 
leigh toiled with the Pirates through the 1917 season, 
and was traded to Brooklyn. He worked for the Dodgers 
through the 1926 season, after which he was traded to 
New York for Vic Aldridge. Pittsburgh had him again 
in 1928 and 1929. In 1930 he was with Boston, and 
it was late in 1930 that Gabby Street. needed some 
pitching strength. 
Burleigh Grimes was obtained in aetrade which went down 
» as one of the shrewdest of the year. With Grimes pitching 
winning ball, the Cardinals won the pennant. 
And now we’ve caught up with yesterday. 
Burleigh has one eccentricity. He never shaves the 
day before pitching nor the day he pitches.
